RUGBY PLAY-OFF WILL BE STAGED ON 
KINGSTON OLD CAMPUS NEXT SATURDAY 





Decision Reached Yesterday At Meeting Of Canadian 
Intercollegiate Rugby Football Union — Accommoda- 
tion At Queens Is Sufficient — Red and White Hoped 
To Have Game Either in Montreal or Ottawa— Queens 
Chosen in Order to Boost Sport in Kingston — 1100 
Tickets Allotted to Each University — Will Probably 
Be On Sale To-Morrow — McGill Players Settle Down 
to Put On Finishing Touches. 



Tho Old Campus at Kingston has 
been selected as the scone for tho 
play-oft between McGIII and 'Varsity 
next .Saturday for tho Intercollegiate 
Rugby Championship of tho mo sea- 
son. Decision to this effect was 
roacued at a meeting of the Canadian 
Intercollegiate Rugby Football Union 
held yesterday morning at the Llme-

ed at the Perclval Molson Memorial 
Stadium did not carry. Reference to 
tho minuto books of the Intercolleg- 
lato Union showed no mention of such 
an understanding, and counteracting 
tho statements of " Pep " Paisley, who 
tOEsed up for McGill with Charlie 
Gage, of 'Varsity, In 1!M4, was the fact 
that the 'Varsity representative stated 
at the meeting that Charley Gage had 
affirmed that he had no recollection 



by virtue of its central situation, It 
™ more suited. The big argument 
brought forward by the representa- 
tives of these three institutions Was 
the fact that the game would serve as 
a great impetus to Rugby at Queen's. 
It Was pointed out that Coach Mal- 
colm had Instilled a lot of spirit into 
the game at Queen's this year, and 
tho big gamo between 'Varsity and 
McOIII would serve as an added stimu- 
lus in furthering the pastime among 
the Trl-color supporters, who for the 
past years have boon unstinting])- 
giving their backing to a losing squad. 

With this tho McGUl representative 
wan heartily In . accord, stating that 
the Red and Wnlte was always willing 
to do anything that would further the 
popular college sport at Kingston, 
but maintained that the accommoda- 
tion on tho Old Campus was not 
sufficient to handle tho crowd that 
would want to «eo the match, and as It 
•vas Impossible to finish the new 
Stadium that Queen's is building, sug- 
gested that tho game be played it 
Ottawa, thus giving the McGIII sup- 



porters tholr due right to have a good 
chance of peeing tholr aquud in action 
In a play-off. 

Financial questions worn also con- 
sidered, President Parkins holdlni; 
that as the McGill squad had big obli- 
gations to moot In connection with the 
new stadium, this sldo should bo given 
considerable attontion. 'Varsity dele- 
gates, on the other hand, suggested 
that all rocelpts over and abovo ex- 
penses for tho two clubs be given to 
tho Queen's Club to help dofray ex- 
penses in connection with Its now 
Stadium. As "Punch" Parlcins ha-l 
no Instructions rrom his executive ro- 
gardlng this point, he could not com- 
mit himself. It is likely that this 
phase of tho question will be con- 
sidered by the McGUl executive this 
evening. After more than two hours 
and a-half of discussion, a part of 
which time was spent in looking over 
the site for tho game, the matter was 
put to tho vote with the proposal thut 
the match be played at Kingston, 
carrying by a vote of three to one. 

Coach Mnlcqlm, of tho Queen's Club, 
Informed tho meeting that tho present 
seating accommodation would be In- 
creased by approximately 2,000. which, 
with an allotment of 500 standing 
would bring tho accommodation up to 
a total of 4,000. Of this number 1,100 
seats will be awarded to McGIII, and 
an equal number to 'Varsity, while 
the remainder will be sold to Queen's 
students and residents of the Lime- 
stone city. 

While naturally a little disappointed 
at tho result of the decision of the 
Union, the McGIII team and Its sup- 
porters will settle down immediately 
In preparation for the big event. This 
afternoon the team will resume prac- 
tices, and there Is no doubt will put 
every effort Into their training. All 
of the players of tho Rod and White 
squad have recovered from the effects 
of the last 'Varsity game, and are fit 
and ready to ro after a second suc- 
cessive victory. 'Varsity will bo 
slightly handicapped, having had a 
game Saturday against Queen's, but as 
they had no casualties, and romped 
off easily with the match, this slight 
edge will not count for much, when 
the two teams come together on Satur- 
day In what should prove the greatest 
Intercollegiate Rugby fixture of years

"McGill University occupies a position in educational and na 
tional importance which is unique. Its record in the training of men 
uts it in a position of first importance among Canadian universi- 
ties." It was with these words that the subject of the McGill Cam- 
paign was recently introduced before an inaugural meeting composed 
of representative* of those citizens of Montreal, in whose power it 
lies to give McGill the financial backing she must have, and it is with 
all that these words can convey in the shape of patriotism and the 
highest ideals of citizenship that the University begins to-day its 
appeal to the Nation at large.

pall of poison-gas, invisible but deadly. To the universities belongs 
the sacrevl duty or keeping unsullied by means of these Ideals the 
spirit of true Culture. 

We feci sure that the people of Canada realize tho magnitude of 
ihc achievements of .McGill in the realm of the purely material. The 
evidences of these achievements are legion. It should also be un- 
necessary to lay still further stress on the conduct of her sons upon 
the field of battle. As citizens of Canada they did their duty. A 
plain history of McGill for the past century should be in itself suffi- 
cient to justify her continued existence as a national institution. But 
if the philanthropists of Canada, the men who will be asked for this 
financial support could he made to realize just what McGill has always 
stood for in a higher sense, as the Nursery of Truth and the Home of 
Idealism, the clear-visioned idealism that forms the very fountain of 
the energies of a people, they would be better able to realize what 
I they owe to McGill as citizens of Canada. The graduates know this.

On Saturday afternoon some sixty 
members of tho Mechanical Club 
availed Ulèmsctves of the opportunity 
provided by the officials of tho Do- 
minion Glass fompany to visit the;.- 
I'olnt Kt. Charles works. 

This plant specializes solely In tho 

manufacture of bottles, and was U\ 
operation when tho club visited it. . 

The raw materials, such as sand, 
llmertone, coloring matter, etc., are 
weighed according to special 
formulae and carried on conveyors to 
the furnaces; where they are melted 
and fused into a homogeneous mass, 
, Th< re an- four of thofo furnaces |n 
a row, all oil fired. Tho bottles are 
either moulded in machines or blown 
by hand In the case of a large 
standing order, such as for hc«r 
bottles, the machines are fitter] with 
the eorre't moulds and the bott!«s 
turned out at Uie rate of about 25 a 
minute. These machines, revolving 
horizontally, have 12 separate moulds 
in them, each of which dips Into thi; 
pool of molion glaf* nnd sucks tip the 
correct quantity, -which la thon ex- 
panded Into the shnpe of tho mould. 

A special machine was in operation 
for the manufacture of lIorHcfc'B 
Malted Milk bottles, where a devic; 
was necessary for forming the thread 
at the top. 

For small orviom of bottles tho 
glass Is blown by hand In séparât» 
mou lils. ' 

After leaving the moulds, ths 
bottles are placed in an annoaJins 
furnace, fired with producer gas 
maon in the -works, and loft, there for 
eight hours. They are then removed, 
innpeeted and boxed for shipment. 

The students also visited the ma- 
i hlne shop nnd air compressor room. 

In the machine shop all replace- 
ment parts needed for the machines 
are made, so that In ea*o of a break- 
down, delays are avoided. 

Tho air compressor room, in whieh 
tho air needed for the oil firing sys- 
U?m Is oompr eased, contai uexl a num- 
ber of small compressors, delivering 
•he air at 37 pounds pressure. 

Taken all together, this ■was a very 
successful trip, all the apparatus 
being thoroughly modern. 

The thanks of the executive of the 
club are due to the company /or the 
excellent opportunity of seeing their 
plant and process of manufacture.

Personally, holding the view 
thut love k'houkl ton tho basis of mar- 
riage, I also hold Uiat um a g-«ncr.il 
eocla.1 guide the test of chastity as a 
preparation for marriage. Is the ideal."

education, ahe aald: "It is essential 
for rho well-being ond efficiency of the 
individual that a system of education 
shoutd provide emotional and mtolloct- 
ual oompensaitlonH for those to whom 
rho more complete life experiences 11 r< 
denied.

HOME OF DICKENS 
TO BECOME LIBRARY 
FOR LITTLE CHILDREN 



Nothing I" see but strreis. «tirets, 
streets. Nothing to breathe but streets, 
streets, rtreets. Nothing to change the 
brooding mind or raise ll up.— "bltUa 
Dorrit." 

In such nn slmosphere Charles 
Dickens spent a part of bis boyhoJU. 
The house at 13 .l(ilin*on-street, Somcrs 
Town, N.W.. London, m which he 
lived for tome years, has changed 

iilii*. 

It Is now proposed to turn It Into a 
library for children, with books suit- 
able for nil Hgts. and so preserve it In 
a manner that would have rejoiced 
the heart of Dickens If lie could have 
known or Its future. 

The scheme Is the result of a 
proposal made by the Kev. .1. Uielt 
Langstaff. the head of Magdalen 
College House, and It lias the financial 
and moral support not only of tho son 
of the novellsi, Mr. Henry K. Dickens, 
bût of the Prince iif Wales, the Amcr- 
. lean Ambassador, th.- Archbishop of 
York, the Bishop of London, Mr. 
Qtatga Bernard Shaw. l«ord Aldenham, 
Mr. H. G. Wells. Sir .Tames Bnrrlo, 
Mr. John Galsworthy, and many others. 
Author's Own Hi»tory. 

In a letter wishing Mr. Daugstaff 
nucccss In tho scheme Mr. Henry 
Dickens soys: — 

It was not until after my father's 
death that 1 became aware of the fact 
that tho story of David Copperfiold'a 
early -days was his own history. 

How proud and delighted he would 
have been If he could have known 
that the hlsairy of his early life was 



rerearrhes in the subject on which ho 
addressctl the meeting, and has had 
considerable experience In facial re- 
construction. While serving in 
France ho took an active part in tho 
latter, a newly developed phase of 
dentistry. 

The President of the Society opened 
tho proceedings by a short speech. In 
troduclng Mr. Thornton to the audi- 
ence. 

Mr. Thornton .then took the floor 
and proceeded with his address. H 
had with him numorouB models and 
appliances used In rebuilding shat 
tered features. He oxplained tho ap 
pllcntlon of these and Illustrated tholr 
uro. Several plaator casts were ex- 
hibited, which graphically depleted 
tho disastrous résulta of arBenln 
poisoning. Dr. A. W. Thornton, Dean 
of tho Faculty of Dontletry. took ad 
vantage of tho occasion at this point 
to make a few well-phrased remarks 
about the danger of using nrsenic In 
dental operations. Mr. Thornton then 
concluded his address by making 
few more remarks, illnptrated by his 
models 

A vote of thanks to the speaker was 
moved by W. Phelps, of second year 
Dentistry. Dean Thornton assured 
the Society that as soon as the McC'illl 
Endowment Campaign had been 
brought to a close, the long expected 
social evening of the Dental Faculty 
would be held. 

It wns then moved and carrlod that 
the meeting adjourn, nnd everybody 
dispersed, well satisfied that they had 
spent a very instructive evening.

The library la at 
present In a houso near Johnson 
street, hut ll is hopod to transfer It 
soon to Its permanent quarters, whero 
the house will bo turned Into a pleasant 
place for ohlldren, with tiny pieces of 
furniture, pictures low on the walls 
and bright curtains on the windows 

The present owner of the property is 
Councilor A. Davis, who Is thoroughly 
In sympathy with tho Idoa, and It I 
I hoped to rnlsc £20,000 to provide 
fairyland of books In the homo of 
David Copperfield, endowed for all the 
years to come.

The time for the six-mile course 
was 34 minutes 49.2 .seconds. 

The final Bcoro was: 'Varsity 15, 
McGIll 24, R.M.C. 39. Quecn'6 ara 
not Included In this reckoning, be- 
cnuse two of their men failed to 
finish. Tho team scoring the least 
number of points won the meet — so 
that white 'Varsity won the honors, 
tho margin was anything but largo. 

The day was rathor cold for tha 
beat running, while the ground was 
frown underfoot, a condition whicl 
rendered the rutted roads over which 
tho courso lay anything hut pleasant. 
The country over which the race was 
held was not particularly hilly, and 
for the most part was over dirt roads, 
although some .strips of pavement 
and some open fiolds had to be 
crossed. 

The men lined up on the lacrosse 
grounds In front of St. Andrew's Col- 
lege. After taking a turn around the 
field, the runners started across the 
road. Tho pace for the first quarter 
mile was very fast, but slackened 
somewhat after the first four or fivo 
hundred yards. They soon began to 
straggle out, Leigh, Hamilton, Croll, 
Blgelow and Sutherland drawing 
ahead. 

After the first couple of miles, 
Blgelow and Sutherland had dropped 
back, while Leigh and Hamilton were 
striking away from Croll. Theso 
two, lyoigh of Toronto and Hamilton 
of McGill, ran side by tide within a 
mile or so of the finish, when Leigh 
resumed a lead of about 75 yards. 
Croll came from behind and chal- 
lenged Hamilton's possession of 
second place, but failed to stand tho 
pace and fell away considerably. 
Bell, also of 'Varsity, now took third. 
Meanwhile, Legg and Antliffe of Mc- 
Olll wore gaining, and advanced to 
within a few yards' distance of tho 
last of the first four. 

In the finish, Leigh came In a bar- 
fifty yards ahoad of Hamilton. Theso 
two were will In advance of all 
others. Bell, Croll and Logg were 
putting up a stiff fight for tholr 
places, finishing in tho order men- 
tioned. Antliffe was close on Legg'B 
heels, followed by Stevonson of To- 
ronto, Blgelow, Mathews and Suther- 
land of R.M.C. 

Aftor tho run. a luncheon was pre- 
pared in Hart House for tho Harriers, 
after which tho meeting of tno Inter- 
collegiate Harrier Union took place. 
Here It was decided that new dyes be 
bought, authorizing 'Varsity to be 
responsible. Also It was moved and 
carrlod that the secretary-treasurer 
of the Union bo the secretary of the 
home club. The officers for tho eu- 
sulng year were elected as follows: 

President — President of the McGil! 
Harrier Club. 

Vice-president — Leigh, of tbe Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 

Secretary-treasurer — Secretary af 
tho Queen's Harrier Club. 

It was further thought advisable 
that a dual meet be held In Kingston 
next year under the combined aus- 
pices of Queen's and R.M.C. The 
meeting then adjourned. 

Much of the success of the HarrUv 
meet In due to the kindness of the 
authorities of St. Andrew's in placing 
all the facilities of the college at the 
disposal of the competitors. The Mc- 
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Sir Arthur Currle, who stepped nut 
of tho chief command of the Canadian 
Army to take over the princlpalshlp 
of McGill University, is finding good 
scope for his organizing ability in Mc- 
GIU'B "whirlwind campaign" for $5,- 
000.000, which has been arranged for 
this week. 

This sum, large for a Canadian uni- 
versity, though small In comparison 
with the recent campaign for Har- 
vard, Cornell and Princeton, is neces- 
sary to put McGill financially on its 
feet, and to help to recoup the losses 
caused by Its active participation In 
tho war and by the absence of many 
students on war sorvlco overseas; nlso 
to renew and extend equipment, to In- 
croaso professors' salaries; to extend 
tho buildings to meet tbe requirements 
of the largest number of students in 
attendance since tho cIobo of the war; 
to meet the special requirements of 
th£ various faculties; to erect dormi- 
tories for studonlB, a common dining 
hall, professors' residences, and a 
convocation hall. Many leading 
Montroal citizens have accepted tho 
responsibility of heading and arrang- 
ing tho work of tho campaign. 

McGIll, from its Inception nearly a 
century ago, has been Identified with 
research and application. The prac- 
tical trend of McOlU's teaching ap- 
pealed to business mon, such as Sir 
William Macdonald and Lord Stratb- 
oono, nnd no doubt Influenced them In 
helping tho unlvorslty with substantial 
endowments. Tho pre-emlnonco of 
McGIll In applied science Is largely 
duo to the policy of Sir William Daw- 
son, during whose regime the course 
of engineering was enlarged Into the 
department of practical science and 
later Into tho faculty of applied 
science. 

Agricultural science is taught under 
the auspices of McGill nt the affiliated 
Macdonald Collego in Ste. Anne dc 
Bcllevue which has done a great work 
in teaching Improved methods of farm- 
ing, not only in the Province of Quo- 
hoc, but also throughout the whole of 
both eastern and western Canada. At 
Macdonald College also is a school for 
teachers, which has greatly raised 
Canadian education standards. 

Mr. R. B. Angus is the honorary 
chairman of the campaign committee, 
while Mr. E. W. neatly, president of 
the Canadian Pacific, is? the active 
chairman of the executive. OtherB 
actively interested In tho campaign 
work are Sir Vincent Meredith, presi- 
dent of the Bank, of Montreal; Lord 
Atholstan, proprietor of the Montreal 
Star; Sir Charles Gordon, Sir Mon- 
tagu Allan, and u committee of 150 
men prominent in Montreal's banking, 
transportation, shipping nnd genoral 
business circles. In addition there is 
a strong committee of the Graduates' 
Society with branches throughout 
Canada and a membership in many 
parts of the world. 

Twelve pamphlets, each of which 
deals with a special phase of McGIU'e 
activities and each written by an ex- 
pert on that subject, have been pre- 
pared and are being mailed In rota- 
tion to a list of about 14,000 known 
friends of McGIll. Pamphlets already 
been sent ottt Include: 

"The Library of McGIll," written by 
Dr. G. R. Lomcr, librarian of the uni- 
versity: "The . Cost of Education," 
written by Dr. J. A. Nicholson, regis- 
trar of McGill; "Women and McGill," 
written by Miss Ethel Hurlbfflt, 
warden of the Roynl Victoria College. 
"The Needs of McOill" gives a sum- 
mary of tho most urgent require- 
ments of the university for buildings 
and equipment. 

In ills statement on the cost of edu- 
cation, Dr. Nicholson points out that 
nn arts degree granted for the season 
of 1919-20 cost the student only $240 
|n fees, whereas the cost of his edu- 
cation to the university was no less 
than $2752.. 

Stephon Leacock, who is professor 
of pollticnl economy, has written the 
pamphlet on "Students' Residences." 
Dean Adams, pleading for McGIU's 
Museum, refers to tho excellent teach- 
ing In connection with tho Rcdpath 
and other collections, but pointa out 
that the buildings are crowded to ca- 
pacity. Funds are required to endow 
tho new McCord Museum and to ex- 
tend the collections. 



CAMELS AND PIGEONS 
HAD GREAT SHARE 
IN THE WORLD WAR 



One sat enchanted before Ernest 
llaroid Baynes, the naturalist, us he 
relates the service rendered by camels 
and pigeons throughout the war, In 
the second lecture of Ills Lowell Instit- 
ute course, says the Boston Transcript. 
Mr. Baynos had spent many months 
Investigating the value of "Our Animal 
Allies In the World War," and no 
branch of thill service appealed to him 
more strongly than that of the camels 
and pigeons, agencies triât might hive 
been little considered by tbe laymen 
when the world came to be convulsed 
by combat. 

Had at Least 50,000 Camels. 
As everybody knows, the Turks were 
ready for war In 1914 In the Egyptian 
territories. The British had not been 
unmindful of a campaign that would 
require all possible resources In that 
faraway land. They decided to curry 
the war across the Sine! peninsula, and 
to 'do so It was noccssary to organize 
a camel service of most astounding 
proportions, not only for the carrying 
of wator across the déserts, but for 
transportation of other material where 
motors or horses could not go. When 
tho omnel campaign of organization 
was completed, more than 30,000 
these animals had Joined the colors f 
active service, nnd there were 20,000 
In rosorvo, fur behind the lines, ready 
to respond to emergency culls. 

As there were fur more pigeons In 
tho world thun camels, and several 
million of them could bo easily secured 
from fnnclers In England and France, 
It was a far eusler proposition to 
mobilize a aufflclont number for the 
most exacting demand}* of the war 
generals. Ail tho fanciers placed their 
lofts at the command of the French 
and English army, and at no time, 
from thé beginning of hostilities, did 
the supply run short. More than 2,000,- 
000 of these feathered message bear- 
ers, perfectly trained and handled by 
experts, were always available. 

At first the BrltlBh Imported one 
thousand or more camels from India 
and were surprised at '.heir unavail- 
ability. The animals were transported 
to the British lines with their owner.-), 
and this was a serious mistake. The 
British gave a generous allowance 
when a camel died, and as the owners 
generally were anxious to get back 
home, they never mourned the loss of 
their nnlmals. In fact, they did not 
cure for them well, many of them 
hoped the animals would die, and It 
early became necessary tor the British 
command to organize a great Egyptian 
camel camp, which should Include not 
camels hired for use .but those which 
should become part of tho British 
army, and therefore strictly subjected 
to nrmy discipline. 

"This was a wise move, of course.' 
wild Mr. Baynes, "and had It not been 
done In time I cannot imagl/e how 
tho army would have fared. The army 
command sent officers Into the Soudan, 
which Is sparsely populated, to buy 
camels. They went Into Tripoli and 
purchased a few there, but the local 
tribes were hostile and did their best 
to outwit the British, Officers were 
also sent to Somallland nnd Algeria 
and drained those countries. The 
anlmnls came to the lines In droves, 
hut us enmel 'casunllties were always 
high It was necessary to have n never- 
falling supply. Toward the end of 
the campaign the British had even re- 
quisitioned cow camels from Egypt 

Camels Very Delicate. 

Few people, of course, know any 
more about a cainol than they hear at 
a circus. It was surprising to lenrn 
from Mr. Baynes that the camel must 
be well taken care of or be will die or 
cause much trouble. The general Idea 
concerning this slow, long-salted ani- 
mal 1b that they are hardy, so bnrdy, 
in fnct, from their age-long life of the 
deserts that no hardship is too terrible 
for them under duress. But Mr. 
Baynes asserts that the cornel is a de- 
licate nnimal nt all times, suffering 
from the bent and cold, dampness and 
exposure. Experts in the British army 
llgured 30 different complaints with 
which tho animals were afflicted; "and 
I con tell you frankly that there are 
few camels, either on the Egyptian 
deserts or in the circus, thnt haven't 
got one or more of these catalogued 
aliments." Mr. Baynes remarked. 

Tho mange raised havoc among tho 
camel tribe, others were killed by the 
bite of a fly and by changes In tho 
weather. The British provided well 
for access In case of death, but they 
could not control the animals In criti- 



cal times, and there was almost con- 
Htant trouble. 

"The camel is truly a queer beast," 
Mr. Baynes remarked. "A camel which 
will lie quietly on the ground pay i nu 
not the slghtesl attention to his sur- 
roundings, is Just as likely to go on 
a rampage ns tho camel which onduros 
tho sight of tho slaughter or his com- 
panions. British soldiers relate 1111111)' 
Stories of camels taking alarm nt no 
known cause, hreaking their picket 
ropes ami stampeding the lines, knock- 
ing down tent* and disturbing or 
wounding soldiers In Bleep, Some- 
times soldiers are killed outright, for 
the camel Is crazy when so afflicted. 
Ile lias to lie handled with tenderness 

ami si<in before ho is subdued. 

The British muzzled tho camels after 
a while, hut even then they broke 
away, and finding that they could not 
enjoy the satisfaction of liltlnir, Knock- 
ed men down and trampled or knelt 
upon them In frenzy. Falling to se- 
cure all tho brutal satisfaction that 
their nature called for, they would 
kick with all four legs. A kick from 
one leg will usually knock a man 
unconscious before lie realizes what 
hit him. In short, Rudyard Kipling 
knew what he was talking about when 

he wrote: 

The Commissariat Camel 

When till Is Said ami Done 
Is o Devil and an Ostrich 

And an Orphan Child In One 
All Sorts of Camels in Use. 
The British Army used nil sorts of 
;amols In Its campaign. They nro 
usually divided Into two classes, thn 
heavy- burden camel which carries a 
stipulated load of :tf>0 pounds, includ- 
ing n Bp-pound pack saddle, and tho 
light -burden camel which carries 200 
pounds Including n pack saddle. Under 
favorable conditions the British were 
aide to put much more than 3(10 pounds 
of material on the hacks of tho heavy 
animals, and the loud of the lighter 
boosts was often doubled. Then there 
wore tho riding camels, some of tho 
best known ns the Soudnnis, which 
tiro the animals used in the Imperlnl 
camel corps, or fighting units carry- 
ing men to combat. These beasts not 
only strike n big blow when driven 
Into conflict, but tbe British found 
them as capable ns the Persians In 
former days in harassing the enemy, 
cutting off pack trains and In carrying 
ammunition hurriedly from one part 
of the line to another.
